By Alma Guillermoprieto 
Wiushington Post Service 
MEXICO CITY — A few days after the 
waves of the first earthquake rolled through 
here, Mexico's dazed residents finally have 
had time to survey their situation and take 
stock of what has been saved along with the 


losses. 


Perhaps most important is the realization 
that the major part of the city survived intact 
after two earthquakes within 48 hours, Thurs- 
day and Friday, that measured 7.8 and 7.3 on 


the open-ended Richter scale.

While 
about half of the tourist area known as the

Deng’s Policies Challenged Sharply 
At Close of China’s Party. Congress

BELIING — The Communist 
Party of China closed its national 
conference Monday with an unusv- 
al public airing of the policy differ- 
ences. that have crealed tensions 
between Deng Xiaoping. the re- 
form-minded veteran who is the 
country’s paramount leader. and 
more doctrinaire figures in the par- 
ty hierarchy. 

The conference was summoned 
by Mr. Deng to entrench his open- 
door economic policies in the fi- 
ve-year plan for 1986-1990, and to 
replace dozens of veterans with 


next week when President 
Frangois Mitterrand meets the 
Soviet leader, Mikhail 5. Gor- 
bachev, in Paris. Mr. Mitter- 
rand, who in the past has 
strongly criticized Soviet milita- 
rism and human rights abuses, 
may be fess comfortable in that 
role this time: New Zealand has 
accused France of engaging in 
“slale-sponsored terrorism.” 


Mr. Mitterrand's position 
was further damaged by the 
spectacle of French spies bun- 
gling in the Pacific and the gov- 
emment being defensive and 
awkward in its responses to 
press disclosures of the scandal. 

Conservative opposition par- 
ties will exploit Με Mitter- 
rand’s discomfiture in parlia- 
mentary elections next March. 

Mr. Fabius. who has not re- 
vealed which French officials 
ordered the sabotage, has 
promised to turn over the inves- 
ligation to a parliamentary in- 
quiry panel. 

The government clearly 
hopes to thus muzzle conserva- 
tive criticism by making the 
position share the responsibility 
for any further public disclo- 
sures. Closer oversight of the 
intelligence services by Parlia- 
meat, which has Communist 
members, has consistently been 
rejected by the government and 
is anathema to the French mili- 
tary. 

But the Socialists, wko are 
eager to avoid alienating the

It 
includes the fund for mixed credits, 
a pledge to use. more aggressively 
existing laws, and a request that 
Congress strengthen laws against 
such unfair trade practices as subsi- 
dies and dumping. 

“We will all the action that 
is necessary to. pursue our rights 
and interests in international com- 
merce,” and “to see that other na- 
tions live up to their obligations 
and their trade agreements with 
us.” Mr. Reagan told a group of 
U.S. businessmen assembled Mon- 
day at the White House.

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Hope Wanes for Thousands Buried in Mexico Rubble

MEXICO CITY — Survivors of 
the two earthquakes that left much 
of Mexico City in ruins buried their 
dead Monday and continued their 
search for survivors, but hope of 
finding many more alive ebbed as 
the hours passed. 

Rescue teams found several 
more survivors Monday in the m- 
ins of more than 400 buildings that 
collapsed during the earthquakes 
Thursday and Friday. 

The known death toll in the 
earthquake remained at about 
3.500, but estimates of the eventual 
toll here and in outlying areas were 
as high as 20,000. 

The Mexican government, after 
refusing help for the first two criti- 
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cal days of the disaster, began ac- 
cepting offers of relief over the 
weekend. 

The International Monetary 
Fund pledged $800 million in cred- 
its and the Red Cross sent medical 
supplies and other necessities. 

Rescue workers from the United 
States, Canada, France and West 
Germany continued to arrive Mon- 
day, joining their Mexican counter- 
parts who had been working since 
the first quake struck Thursday. 

World leaders. including Pope 
John Paul 11, sent condolences and 
offers of aid. 

Nancy wife of President 
Ronald Reagan, arrived from 
Washington to inspect the damage 
and offer American help. 
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Mrs. Reagan paid a three-hour 
visit. ing a fetter to President 
Miguel de la Madrid from her hus- 
hand. She was accompanied by El 
liott Abrams, assistant secretary, of 
state for inter-American affairs, 
and M. Peter McPherson, director 
of the U.S. Agency for Internation- 
al Development. . 

In Geneva, the United Nations 
Disaster Relief Organization an- 
nounced Monday an international 
ap for hospital equipment to 
help treat the estimated 15,000 in- 
jured. : 

‘The agency said that 28,000 per- 
sons remained unaccounted for af- 
ter the quake but that many were 
believed to be in hospital. 

Rescue teams were digging for 
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about 2,000 victims still believed to 
be trapped under collapsed build- 
ings, it said. 

Between 20,000 and 30,000 peo- 
ple were in need of food. clothing, 
medical care or shelter, the agency 


said. 

It called for helicopters to help 
remove the rabble from collapsed 
buildings, and for 1,000 oxygen 
masks urgently needed by rescue 
teams. 

Plasma was urgently needed, it 
said, as well as hospital supplies 
including surgical instruments and 
equipment for operating rooms,

Any analysis of the disaster’s se- 
quels in this city of 18 million has 
to take into account the shambles 
that already existed before the 
earthquake. 

According to Mayor Raména 
Aguirre’s preliminary assessment 
Saturday of the quake’s damage, 
about 800 residential and office 


buildings were destroyed or were 
slated for demolition. Most of them 
were in overcrowded, working- 
class neighborhoods in the city’s 
center. 

Their loss will simply add to the 
squalid living conditions in those 
areas, Reconstructing the disrupt- 
ed water and sewage systems will 
further strain neighborhoods where 
water is regularly hoarded against 
dry spells.

Zulu Chief Opposes Removal of 42,000 From White Zones |

DURBAN, South Africa — A 
South African commission an- 
Tounced a plan Monday to remove 
thousands of blacks from designat- 
ed white areas to ἃ reshaped Zulu 
tribal homeland in the eastern part 
of the country, 

The proposal, made by South 
Africa's Cooperation and Develop- 
ment Department, drew immediate 
criticism from Gatsha Buthelezi, 
chief minister of the KwaZulu 
homeland, and from white political 
leaders and businessmen in Natal 
Province, who said the plans would 
provoke serious unrest. 

The South African government. 
amid violent protest of its apart- 
heid policy of racial separation, an- 
nounced earlier this year a morato- 
rium on forced removals of 
nonwhites living in designated 
white zones. That decision would 
have τὸ be withdrawn if Monday's 
recommendations are to be carried 
oul, 

‘The goverament-appointed com- 
mission announced after five years 
of deliberations that 42,000 blacks 
would be moved to KwaZulu in a 
process of samsolidation under 
apartheid of geographically frag- 
mented black homelands. 

KwaZulu is one of 10 black 
homelands created along tribal 
lines by South Africa's white au- 
thorities, Four of the homelands 
have been declared independent by 
Pretoria, but are not recognized by 
any other government. 

Chief Buthelezi, leader of South 
Africa's six million Zulus, has re- 
fused to have his territory declared 
independent, and he rejected Mon- 
day's proposal as a “prescription 
for disaster.” 

Ray Swart, Natal province lead- 
er of the Progressive Federal Party, 
the white ition gruup, said 
the proposal Chowed the authorities 
were “hell-bent on the apartheid 
toad.”

according to government officials

Earlier, government officiats had 
said the plane's right engine. 
mounted on the tail, had lost alt 
power befure the jet plunged to the 
ground shortly after takeoff from 
General Billy Mitchell Fiefd in Mil- 
waukee. All 31 persons aboard 
died. 

Now tests have shown that the 
plane’s left engine, also on the rail, 
lost 20 percent of its power, the 
government officials said. A 
spokesman for the engine's maker, 

Prau & Whitney division of the 
United Technologies Corp... con- 
firmed that the left engine had a 
power loss. 

The loss of power in the second 
engine is considered important be- 
cause such twin-engine jets are 
built so that a crew should be able 
to fly them safely even with one 
engine out, Government and indus- 
Uy engine experts suggested thal 
the 20 percent power loss on the 
left engine Was probably related to 
the complete power loss on the 
right engine and therefore was not 
an isolated malfunctioa. But this 
remained to be established in the 
crash inquiry. 

Praut & Whitney is the world's 
biggest jet-engine builder, and the 
jets ithas turned ou: for the airlines 
have over the years established an 
exemplary record. Various versions 
of the basic JTSD engine that fig- 
ured in the Milwaukee crash power 
more than 50 τ οἵ all airliners 
made in non-<Communist counties.

In the Milwaukee accident, spec- 
ulation is still focusing on why the 
lane last so much speed that it 
stalled, rolled over abrupily and 
crashed out of control. Put another 
way. why had the pilots — even 
after losing some power on the sec- 
ond engine —not been able to keep 
the plane above stalling speed and 
make a controlled landing, 

“There is no evidence so far of 
any failure of tke controls” that 
would account for the way the 
plane went down. said an official of 
the National Transportation Safety 
Board, which is in charge of the 
inquiry. 2 

When board officials first ar- 

tived at ihe crash scene, they con- 
cluded from a quick examination 
thal the left engine had been gener- 
auing normal power when the plane 
hit the ground. 
But in the disassembly. it was 
found that many of the engine's 
compressor blades had been badly 
deformed in she air snd that it 
could have been generating no 
more than uhout 80 percent of its 
power at impact.

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Expulsions Are No Game 


There is a tendency to regard the expulsions 
of all those diplomais and other personnel by 
Britain and the Soviet Union as ἃ kind of tit- 
Τοῦ αὶ game that sophisticated nations play. A 

‘Score" is kept — now 31-31 — and motiva- 
tons of stubbornness and pride are attributed 
to both sides. At the same time, explicitly in 
Moscow, implicitly and quite widely in the 
West, a certain onus is put on London for 
overreacting and expelling the first 25 spies 
fingered by the KGB London station chief 
who defected.

“draw” in expulsions trivializes this fact. 
East-West relations have built into them a 
certain tolerance for mutual espionage, on€ of 
itS purposes being to minimize surprises. But 
the Russians, working arrogantly in open soci- 
efies, go too far. It is the outlandish size and 
intrusiveness of their espionage program in 
Britain, not the uncovering and undoing of it, 
that assaults the principle of good relations. To 
put even a slight burden on the British is to 
turn the equities upside down. For the Rus- 
sians, “good relations” means a condition in 
which they can practice espionage with mini- 
mal restraint. “Bad relations” is a pejorative 
term they wield againsi a Western government 
ready to challenge their audacity. ὦ 
Margaret Thatcher called Mikhail Gorba- 
chev a man Britain could “do business with. 
She meant, it seems, commercial business and 
general diplomatic business, and perhaps she 
will tum out to be right. But the best way to 
“do business” with him is to do hard things 
when you have to do them. Mrs. Thatcher did 
just that when she cracked down on the KGB.

Resisting Protectionism 


1 A mindless stampede toward protectionism 
will be a one-way trip fo econnmic disaster. 
— President Reagan 

The president's courageous stand against 
additional import restraints makes good eco- 
nomic sense. Protectionism would raise con- 
sumer prices and destroy as many jobs in 
export industries as it saves in businesses beset 
by imports. What has yet to be understood in 
Cangress, notably by timid Democrats, is that 
resisting protectionism probably makes politi- 
cal sense as well. 

Last spring. Washington failed to take the 
big step that would make American products 
more competitive, By sharply reducing the 
federal budget and Treasury borrowing, it 
could have reduced the demand for foreign 
capital and the exchange value of the doflar. 
Now, after that failure. the clamor for the 
quick fix of tariffs has swelled into a chorus. 
The only questions seem to be which protec- 
Tionist measvre will be passed first and wheth- 
er Congress will override the president's veto. 

The urge to curb the imbalance of 
and imports is understandable. Legislators 
muy be able to resist individual pleas from the 
clothing or shoe or lumber industry. But the 
cumulative pleading from dozens of industries 
can be overwhelming. Legislators who mea- 
sure the national pulse by the sentiments of 
lobbyists or segments of constituents, howev- 
er, may still be making a political mistake, The 
people who take the trouble to complain are 
always those most directly affected. They may 


be vastly outnumbered by voters with oppo- 
site, if less strongly felt views. Opinion surveys 
suggest that interest groups pressing for pro- 
tection do not have the public's broad support. 

According to a New York Times-CBS News 
poll in July, 63 percent of Americans favor 
trade sanctions against Japan. However, only a 
third of these say they would stand by that 
judgment if it resulted in higher prices and 
diminished product choice. Moreover, a ma- 
jority of Americans under 65 say the United 
States has made Japan a scapegoat on trade. 

Yet congressional Democrats celebrate the 
president's resistance to tariffs. As a House 
committee drafted legislation to cut clothing 
imports by 40 percent, Speaker Thomas 
O'Neill charged Mr. Reagan with “being will- 
ing to preside over the deindustrializatioa of 
America.” The president's opposition to tex- 
tile restraints, some Democrats say. could cost 
the Republicans the South. 

What they overlook is the clear risk that they 
and their party will continue to be seen as the 
agent of narrower interests, especially labor 
unions. If the Democrats want to regain their 
appeal to the pragmatic middle in American 
politics, let them ask how centrists fee] about 
trade wars. Support for trade restraints ap- 
pears to be weakest armong voters who label 
themselves independen-. 

Walter Mondale ran as the candidate who 
wanted to stop the Toyotas at the dock. It did 
not work in 1984; it probably will not in 1988.

WHO Conference to Seek to Coordinate Worldwide Strategy Against AIDS

a two-day conference here Wednes- 
day to coordinate worldwide strat- 
egy to combat AIDS, or acquired 
immune deficiency syndrome. 
Officials at the organization’s 
headquarters in Geneva said Fri- 
day that the number of cases of the 
ΠΩ disease ety worldwide 
ad surpassed by mid-Sep- 
tember, showing an increase in the 
United States alone to 13,074, from 
12,612 cases reported Aug. 30. 
Figures issued by the World 
Health Organization, which is an 
agency of the United Nations, in- 
cluded 1.284 cases in Eu 103 
in Australia, 15 in Asia 73 in 
Latin America. No cases were re- 
ported from Africa, where health 
experts believe the disease originat- 


ed, although many cases are sus- 
pected there, the officials said. 

__ They added that many countries, 
including New Zealand and those 
in the Soviet bloc, did not report 
any cases.

Total trade for 1985 — the sum 
of imports and ex, — is fore- 
cast al a record of nearly $70 bil- 
lian, up $20 billion from last year.

hon, leaving an $18.3-billion trade 
deficit. 

“Five years ago, the country's 
foreign trade was only $38.14 bil- 
lion, including $20,02 billion of im- 
ports and $18.12 billion of ex- 
poris,” a bureav report quoted by 
Xinhua said. 

In volume, China ranked 16th 
among the world’s exporters last 
year, but a considerable number of 
its exports are primary products 
carrying low prices. Falling oil 
prices have had a major effect on 
export receipts, since petroleum ac- 
counts for more than 20 percent of 
the country’s exports,
